FEEDERS TO BE TWO-DECK 


Sponsors Assert Tube Would

Construction of a midtown vehicu- 
lar tunnel, traversing Manhattan 
under Thirty-eighth Street and ex- 
tending beneath the East River, with 
entrance and exit spurs at Tenth 
Avenue, Third Avenue and at con- 
venient points in Queens and Brook- 
lyn, will be considered at a special 
meeting of the Board of Estimate 
next Thursday. , 

Covering this project only, Mayor 
Walker filed yesterday with the board 
a limited number of copies of a pre- 
liminary report submitted to him by 
Day & Zimmerman, the traffic en- 
gineering experts who were engaged 
some months ago to make a cénipre- 
hensive traffic study and to recom- 
mend relief measures. In this partial 
report, which, the Mayor said, he 
desired to present immediately be- 
cause he deemed it vitally important, 
the engineers recommend construc- 
tion of the tunnel. Submitting the 
plan, the Mayor said: 

‘“‘We have already borrowed from 
the Day & Zimmerman prospective 
report plans for the Triborough 
Bridge and for the Narrows tube to 
connect Brooklyn with Staten Island. 
We have done this in our deSire to 
hasten these projects. We shall 
probably continue to borrow from 
these expert recommendations from 
time to time until their completed 
findings shall be turned in, so that 
when that occurs it may be that a 
considerable portion of the campleted 
report may then seem to us like 
ancient history. But much of it will 
then have accomplished its purpose 
and we shall have gained valuable 
time.’’ 

Network of Tubes Proposed. 

Day & Zimmerman propose an 
elaborate network of vehicular tun- 
nels under Manhattan to carry traf- 
fie through the congested midtown 
area. These. branch land tunnels 
would provide inlets and outlets to 
and from the main river tunnel, 
which would have its main exit in 
Long Island City and connections 
also with Brooklyn. 

According to estimates of the en- 
gineers, the maximum cost of the 
entire project would be about $105,- 
000,000, including interest charges, 
engineering and overhead expenses. 
If certain modifications are made, 
eljminating some of the’ proposed 
network of land tunnels at the 
Queens and Brooklyn portals, it is 
estimated that the cost would be re- 
duced to about $86,000,000. 

The proposed East River tunnel, a 
twin tube, will extend under Thirty- 
eighth Street eastward from Tenth 
Avenue. One of the twin tubes will 
have its exit at Borden Avenue, Long 
Island City. and the other at Green- 
point, Brooklyn, ai or about Huron 
and Provost Streets. Entrance and 
exit to the main river tubes thus will: 
be afforded on each side of Nassau 
River (formerly known as Newtown 
Creek). which divides Brooklyn from 
Queens. 

Approach Tunnels in Plan. 


It is proposed that the Thirty- 
eighth Street tunnel under Manhat- 
tan be intersected by right-angle ap- 
proach tunnels to accommodate traf- 
fic reaching the tubes from the north 
and south. One at Tenth Avenue, 
with entrances and exits at Thirty- 
tourth and Forty-second Streets, and 
the other under Third Avenue, witb 
entrance and exit facilities at Twen- 
ty-eighth and Forty-seventh Streets, 
will serve as feeders to the main 
tubes. These approach tunnels will 
be double-decked to accommodate 
traffic in both directions. 

The Day & Zimmerman report 
states that the double-decking of 
these branch feeder tubes ‘‘so fat as 
we can ascertain, is a unique vehi- 
cular tunnel practice.”’ 

A similar system of approach tun- 
nels is provided at both the Brook- 
lyn and Queens terminals, but these 
remain optional pending a decision 
regarding the maximum expense

Wide Drive on ‘Higher Ups’ Is Seen ,

Joseph Michael de Polignac, of the 
ancient house of de Polignac of 
France was arrested at the Savoy- 
Plaza yesterday by Federal agents as 
one of the principals in an alleged 
liquor ring said to be doing a business 
in which millions of dollars are in- 
volved.

Although the charge against each 
of the thirty-three men is conspiracy 
to violate the national prohibition 
act, indictments, in all probability, 
will be sought under the Jones law, 
prohibition enforcement’s ° severest 
statute which provides a maximum 
sentence of five years in prison and 
a fine of $10,000. Should this action 
be taken this will be the first con- 
spiracy against the Volstead act to 
be prosecuted under the so-called 
‘force bill.’”’ 

Much Liquor Is Seized Also.

Storm Aroused Because British 
Ambassador Is Dean of Corps 
in Washington. 








NONE TO FOLLOW HIS LEAD | 


French Law Demands a Wine 
Ration—Envoys Get Sym- 
pathy in London.

WASHINGTON, June 6.—Sir Esme 
Howard, the British Ambassador, in 
declaring for a bone-dry régime at 
his embassy not only acted upon 
his own initiative, but without any 
pressure from the United States. 
This was made clear today by Secre- 
tary Stimson. 

At the same time it was empha- 
sized that the Ambassador, who is 
dean of the diplomatic’ corps, had no 
intention of extending the ban out- 
side his own official household when 
he decided that both the embassy 
and its attachés should observe the 
spirit of the American prohibition 
law, and that he would refuse in the 
future to request the State and 
Treasury departments for permits to 
import liquor under diplomatic im- 
munity. 

The Ambassador remained silent 
today despite a renewal in the dip- 
lomatic corps of the storm his move 
has 
clarified the situation by his an- 
nouncement that no pressure had 


been brought to bear by the govern- 
ment for adoption of the policy. 


Act Follows Letter to a Dry. 


The British Ambassador, the Sec- 
retary of State explained, called upon 
him last week and told him infor- 


mally of his intentions. That was 
after Sir Esme’s willingness to fore- 
go the use of liquors, should the 
American Government so request 
had been made known in a letter 
from the Ambassador’s secretary to 
James T. Carter of Lynchburg, Va., 
an ardent prohibitionist. 

Mr. Stimson described their con- 
versation as an announcement by Sir 
Esme of his personal position, and a 
definition by the Secretary of State 
of his official sition. The Secre- 
tary told Sir me that the govern 
ment was placing’ no pressure upon 
him, and that he did not expect to 
bring any pressure infringing on the 
immunity accorded t6 diplomats, bul, 
on the contrary, to: protect it when- 
ever necessary.

Italy Seeks $900 of National Who Died H ere; 
Claim of Fascist Government Unprecedented 





The Fascist Government of Italy, 
which on previous occasions has been 
pictured as seeking to extend its 
authority over Italian citizens living 
in other countries, moved yesterday 
to assert its sway over certain es- 
tates of Italian residents in the 
United States. 

Through counsel for Magno Santo- 
vincenzo, Acting Consul General of 
Italy here, the Italian Government 
put in a claim to the $900 estate of 
Antonio Comincio, a lcvorer, who 
died here in 1925. Mr. Santovin- 
cenzo’s representative appeared. be- 
fore Surrogate Foley and in the 
name of the Mussolini Government 
declared thaj the estate should re- 
vert to the Italian Treasury. 

The claim is unprecedented. Under 
American law all estates left by per- ; 
sons who die without.heirs and with. 
out a will, as did Comincio, become 
the property of the State where 

Y persons resided. Under this 
law the State of ‘ew York obtains 
about $100,000 annually from Italian 
residents of the city who die in cir- 
cumstances similar to. those of 
Comincio’s. At present such money

|; December session of Congress. 
Although Mr. Hoover is on record 
as favoring transfer of the prohibi- 
tion unit from the Treasury Depart- 
ment to the Department of Justice, 
he made no such specific suggestion 
in his:message. He left the whole 
| matter of the study to Congress. 

In the message the President said 
he would gladly appoint a commit- 
; tee of departmental experts to co- 
| operate with the Congressional com- 
| mittee and that ‘‘the National Com- 
| ainaion on Law Observance would 
| aia enforcement also.”” He called 
| attention to the necessity of unify- 
ing. and strengthening the border 
patrols, both in connection with pro- 
hibition and smuggling of: aliens. 


Joint Committee Proposed. 


Swift action followed reception of 
the message. In the Senate Senator 
Jones, Republican whip and a lead- 
ing dry, presented a joint resolution 
authorizing creation of a joint com- 
mittee of three Senators and four 
House members, to be named respec- 
tively by the Vice President and the 
Speaker. 

The committee or any subcommit- 
tee would sit during Congressional 
sessions or in recess and would have 
| an appropriation of $5,000... In the 
| House the message was referred to 
jthe Rules Committee, because no 
other appropriate committee has been 
organized for the special session, 
and Chairman Snell announced that 
the House would act promptly on the 
Presidential recommendation. 


Plea to Open Wickersham Sessions, 


Just before the President’s message 
was read in the Senate Senator 
Hawes of Missouri announced that, 
if necessary, he would introduce a 
resolution declaring the sentiment of 
Congress in favor of open sessions of 
the Wickersham law commission. 

The Missouri Senator said that he 
had seen Mr. Wickersham quoted as 
saying the sessions would be closed. 
Mr. Hawes considered this unwise, 
inasmuch as prohibition enforcement 
would be exhaustively discussed. 

Nothwithstanding Mr. Hawes’s 
speech, the Wickersham commission 
held executive sessions today to hear 
its first witnesses, Attorney General 
Mitchell and Secretary Mellon. Their 
testimony will be followed by other 
evidence taken here and in other 
cities. : 


The President’s Message. 


President Hoover’s message was as 
follows: 


To the Congress of the United 

States: 

In order to secure the utmost ex- 
pedition in the reorganization and 
concentration of responsibility in 
administration of the Federal bu- 
reaus connected with prohibition 
enforcement, so greatly needed to 
improve their effectiveness, I rec- 
ommend that the Congress appoint 
a joint select committee to make 
an immediate study of these mat- 
ters and to formulate recommen- 
dations for consideration at the 
next regular session. 

I shall be glad to appoint a com- 
mittee from the departments to co- 
operate with such a committee of 
Congress. 

The National Commission on Law 
Observance will also cooperate 
through their studies of the de- 
partmental organization. 

The subject involves a transfer 
of parts of various bureaus and 
agencies from certain departments 
to others and it includes as well 
the necessity for the unification 
andi strengthening of our border 
‘patrols both in connection with 
prohibition and illegal entry of 
aliens. 

As the question embraces numer- 
ous laws and regulations in several 
bureaus, it will wenn extensive 
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consideration, which, if given joint- 
ly by such committees of the Con- 
gress and the departments prior to 
the regular session, will save many 
months of delay. 

HERBERT HOOVER. 
Changed Sentiment on Transfer. 


Widespread interest met the Hoo- 
ver message in Congress, particu- 
larly as the President refrained from 
any recommendation on the ultimate 
disposition of the prohibition unit. 
Many Senators and Representatives 
‘had, expected Mr. Hoover to urge a 
transfer to the Department of Jus- 
tice, and some said he still earnestly 
desired that arrangement. 

But it was stated in reliable quar- 
ters that the President realized there 
wes considerable sentiment in Con- 
gress against such a plan, and that 
he wished Congress itself to make a 
complete study of the problem before 
it was finally determined. 

That there-is-opposition to the 
transfer is well known. One section 
of the dry forces prefers to leave the 
prohibition unit under the control of 
the Treasury Department. 

A few years ago prohibition lead- 
ers appeared generally enthusiastic 
over giving enforcement to the De 
partment of Justice if Mrs. Mabel 
W. Willebrandt was to have full 
power over that work. Now that she 
is -leaving the Federal service this 
enthusiasm is no longer universal.

DETROIT, June  6.— Wholesale 
liquor prices in Detroit increased as 
much. as $1.50 for a case of beer and 
$7 a case for bourbon during last 
month, largely because of activities 
of Coast Guard boats on the river. 

Liquor running across the Detroit 
River has become a hazardous busi- 
ness. Not only has the Coast Guard 
been shooting with high-powered 
rifles at the runners’ boats, but they 
have been dropping ‘‘one-pounder’’ 
shells from a small cannon uncom- 
fortably close to the smugglers’ craft. 
As a result, the runners, who have 
been paid $20 a trip, are afraid ‘of 
their lives and;hesitate to venture, owt 
on the river.

DEBT DECREE LEGAL,

mouth stopped completely during the 
night. 

The lava streams which yesterday 
continued to crawl toward the heart 
of the town of Terzigno were vir- 
tually at a standstill today, and the 
lava covering the crater’s floor was 
already black and hardened. 

Professor Malladra, director of the 
Vesuvian Observatory, after a care- 
ful inspection of the crater this 


morning was able to telegraph Pre- 
mier Mussolini announcing that all 
danger was definitely past. 

The news was received with tre- 
mendous explosions of joy by the vil- 
lagers at the foot of Vesuvius and 
imposing thanksgiving services were 


held in all the churches. The inhab-

SENATE ACTION NEXT WEEK 





Administration Leaders Predict 
Passage There After Perhaps

WASHINGTON, June 6.—Final ac- 
tion will be taken by the House to- 
morrow on President Hoover’s farm 
bill, which was submitted to the 
House today by its conference man- 
agers. Leaders are confident that 
the House will accept the confer- 


ence report, which is expected to be 
brought up in the Senate for a vote 
on Monday. 


conference is a victory for the ad- 
ministration, as the House, repre- 
senting the views of the President, 
won on all controverted points. The 
debenture plan proposed by the Sen- 
ate was eliminated and only a few 
minor concessions were granted to 
the upper body. 

Indications are that ultimately, 
probably after a short deadlock, the 
Senate will yield on the debenture 
in accordance with the recommenda- 
tions of its conferees. At least this 
is the belief of the administration 
forces. The debenture amendment 
in the Senate was carried by a nar- 
row margin. Six possible defections 
from the debenture are expected by 
the Republican leaders, among them 
Senator Schall of Minnesota and 
Senators from South Carolina, Flo- 
rida and Louisiana.

Mr. Harvey 
in a brief oral reply said in effect 
‘hat he was the boss in Queens and 
‘hat he would pay little attention to 
he commissioner’s statements. 

Commissioner Higgins’s first letter 
vas sent to Mr. Harvey on June 1 
ind in it Mr. Higgins said he was 





your delay in making a decision in 
the matter of the concrete founda- 
tion laid in Ninth Avenue from Pot- 
ter Avenue to Wolcott Avenue, 
Queens, by the Carbloc Paving 
Corporation.’’ Mr. Higgins said he 
had uncovered uncontrovertible evi- 
dence that less cement than the 
specifications called for had been 
used and that laboratory tests had 
shown that the concrete paving was 
below standard.

Mr. Harvey was 
quoted as saying that it did not 
seem logical that the concrete pav- 
ing on the particular section in 
question should be inferior and the 
paving on another section up to 
standard when it was known that 
investigators were watching the one 
section while work on the other sec- 
tion was unobserved. Mr. Higgins 
said that Kane was watched on both 
jobs_and did not know of the sur- 
veillance on either.

“RE are some mild disputes that might be 
taken up.

It would give our 
youngsters international experience that would heip 
them to make a better fight of it the following year. 
It wovld build them up as tennis players of high 
calibre.

The French- 
men have conquered Big Bill often enough in the past 
two or three years to make it seems improbable that 
we can win back the Davis Cup with him holding the 
court.

An Open Argument. 


It’s an open argument all the way. Many, if not 
most, tennis observers think that Tilden, though he is 
over the crest, is still the best singles player we can 
muster, and that, as a sporting proposition, we shouid 
put our best team on the courts abroad. It is also true 
that Tilden, for his great record of the past, is en- 
titled to some recognition beyond the ordinary scrutiny 
of his chances of striking a winning blow this year. 

It is to be hoped, however, that the picking of Til- 
den, if he is chosen to play, will not mean an endorse- 
ment of the general scheme of having a ‘‘Foreign 
Legion” in tennis, stars to go abroad and acclimate 
themselves for the final brilliant battles while the 
lesser lights merely serve to carry the burden in the 
preliminary battles at home so that the stars may 
twinkle brightly on foreign fields. As an accidental 
or even occasional occurrence that may be quite all 
right, but as a settled policy it should not be aqmitted. 

In due time the proper officials will nominate the 
team to take the courts abroad. Since it is an open 
argument, and since the officials have been selected 
to decide it, their decision, when made, should re- 
ceive the full support of tennis fans. 


The Army and Navy.

As long as the Army officiais stand on the solid 
plank that athletics, unrestricted except for scholastic 
deficiency, help to turn out better officers for the 
United States Army, so long wil the West Point au 
thorifies hold the upper hand in this debate. There is 
no upsetting that argument if the,major premise is 
admitted, that the first duty of the West Point au- 
thorities is to the United States Army and not to inter- 
collegiate or interservice football. 


Standing Firm. 


Major Gen. William R. Smith. superintendent of the 
Military Academy, and Major Philip B. Fleming, ath- 
letic officer at the Pomt, are as firm as the Rock of 
Gibraltar on that question. As long as they have any-~- 
thing to say about it, there will be no yielding on the 
Army side. : 

From the looks of things the Navy must yield if 
football relations are to be resumed. Either that or a 
wholesale change of administration might brirz a 
change of attitude at the Foint, though that is highly 
problematical. As a sporting proposition, playing four 
or five year varsity veterans against three-year men 
on opposing teams, a good deal could be said for the 
Navy side; but, after all, other colleges don’t mind it. 
They seek games with the Army, three-year rule or no 
three-year rule. Why should the Navy hang back 
and argue? 

Perhaps the way to settle this debate is for the Army 
and Navy to appoint a higher beard to find out 
whether or not the Army’s main plank is sound—that 
athletics help to turn out better officers, and that the 
cadets should be encouraged to learn and play as 
many games as possible as long as they are at the 
Point. If that is true—and it has a reasonable sound— 
the Navy should fall in line. It can’t be that they 
aon’t want better officers in the Navy. 


Princeton and Poughkeepsie. 


A somewhat neglected matter worthy of oceasional 
dispute—if by any chance arguments should be hard 
to find—is the Princeton rowing schedule and the con- 
tinued absence of the Tiger shells from Poughkeepsie. 
Perhaps the same could be said abcut Yale and Har- 
vard, but they generally get more competition than 
the Tiger crews, and Yale, at least, rows both Prince- 
ton and Harvard. 

But the Tiger rowing schedule seems to begin no- 
where and end nowhere. It’s a short schedule, and it 
contains short races. The Blackwell Cup race is the 
big eveut of the Princeton year, and, on the general 
rowing program, it is merely a midseason contest. It 
is no part of the final flare-up of the intercoNegiate 
season on open water. 

Perhaps the explanation is that the ‘“‘big’’ races of 
the rowing year are the four-mile races at New Lon- 
aon and Poughkeepsie, and Princeton authorities are 
opposed to four-mile races. They think them too much 
of a strain on the young oarsmen. That leaves Prince- 
ton standing out alone against practically every other 
college that goes in for rowing. If Princeton is right, 
eleven other colleges are rowing a long way in the 
wrong direction. Can it be that they are that much 
smarter at Princeton?

act. To disabuse the public mind in 
that particular will be difficult, 
although the later utterances of 
President HOOVER are much in line 
with what Mr. WICKERSHAM has 
been saying. 

However, 
Berkeley Divinity School in New 
Haven this week, Mr. WICKERSHAM 
committed himself to the view that 
the common disregard of the prohi- 
bition law hes bred an increased 
disrespect for all law. He is not 
under the illusion that lawlessness 
is a new thing in the United States. 
We have long had too much of it. 
When one says that Americans are 
law-abiding it really does not mean 
much more than that they cheer- 
fully submit to the right of the 
Majority to rule. It does not sig- 
nify that they respect all the laws 
which the majority may _ enact. 
RuDYARD KIPLING perceived this 
clearly enough in his phrase about 
the American who “ flouts the law 
he makes.” Respect for law as an 
indefinite abstraction is one thing; 
respect for a particular law quite 
another. But Mr. WICKERSHAM im- 
plied that easy violations of the Vol- 
stead act destroy, or tend to de- 
stroy, zeal for ‘the maintenance of 
“the law in general, especially the 
“laws designed for the protection of 
“life and property.” This is a ques- 
tion of fact: It is one of the disputed 
matters into which the Crime Com- 
mission ought to look carefully, 
gather all the.data possible, and 
from them draw well fortified 
conclusions. 

Until we have such guidance, it is 
well to be cautious. Certainly ordi- 
nary observation would not justify 
the glib inference that one who dis- 
regards the prohibition law will also 
disregard the law against forgery or 
embezzlement or criminal asault. A 


large body of evidence goes to show 


that most people discriminate in 
these matters. Because they think 
poorly of the law which undertakes 
te remmlate the personal or snacie! 
, Rebits of the individual, it does not 
follow that they wish to relax en- 
forcement of the laws against crime. 
Undoubtedly a great deal of crime, 
often of a violent and repulsive 
nature, has been provoked in con- 
nection with the probihition law. But 
@o. Mave many new kinds of crime 
accompanied. the introduction and 
widespread use of the automobile. 
It has encouraged desperate bandits 
and enabled them to escape the 
police. Yet this, like the effects 
of prohibition, is purely incidental. 
The real problem of the criminal, 
and of the need of revising and 
strengthening the administration of 
justice, stands very much where it 
was. Before we too lightly adopt 
any general theory about the grow- 
ing disregard for law, we ought to 
have a much larger collection of

verified facts than is now at our 
disposal. 

It is a special set of facts which 
Mr. HOOVER’S message to Congress 
yesterday would have a joint com- 
mittee of both houses examine.

THE BRONX MARKET. 


Any one caring. to refer to the 
yellowing files of the New York 
newspapers for Sunday, Oct. 26, 
1924, will find an account of the 
dedication of the new Bronx Munic- 
ipal Terminal Market.

| definite. Mayor HYLAN’S commis- 
| sioner announced that it would be 
| opened for business in 1925. Later 
| he thought better of that prediction 
| and set the opening for Jan. 1, 1926, 
_the day when Mayor WALKER took 
‘office. In the Spring of 1927 Com- 
| missioner PATTEN declared that the 
| market was so nearly completed that 
/it would surely be in operation by

| been declining. Those whose expe-

| that one remedy lies in lower rates, 
at least for the substantial domestic 
consumer. There are external as 
well as internal reasons for the re- 
| duction. For some time the indus- 
| try has been under fire. Advocates 
| of public ownership never tire of 
| pointing to the low household rates 
in Ontario as compared with the 
comparatively -high rates on this 
side of the border. MORRIS COOKE of 
Philadelphia keeps prodding the in- 
dustry with his pamphlet, “ What 
Price Electricity for Our Homes?” 

No one will deny the existence of 
a broad differential in this country 
between the rates charged for power 
and those charged to the domestic 
consumer, particularly to the small 
| householder. He pays about two- 
| thirds of the country’s electric light 
| and power bill and uses about one- 
‘third of the enegry generated. Of 
| course, it costs the utility more to 
| supply the small consumer than it 
| does to transmit great blocks of 
| power to a big factory. However, 
| that is not the only reason for the 
discrimination. In the case of the 
little fellow the public utility has no 
competition to fear. Its service to 
the large industrial consumer is 
always under the shadow of rivals. 
If rates are too high, he can use a 
steam plant in his factory. ‘“ The 
“small consumers can make no such 
“threat; they must take what rates 
“are given them or go without 
“ service.”

THE GOVERNMENT AND 


EDUCATION. 


Secretary WILBUR has declared 
that a separate Federal Department 
of Education with representation in 
the Cabinet is not required, but has 
promptly taken steps toward assem- 
bling through expert assistance in- 
formation about the results of the 
present educational activities of the 
Federal Government, with advice as 
to future policies. This is a much- 
needed study. It is fortunate that 
| the Secretary of the Interior is him- 
| self so highly qualified to give gen- 
| eral direction to the inquiry and to 

avail of its conclusions. 

| A joint committee of Congress on 
| the reorganization of the executive 
| departments made an_ extensive 
|survey some years ago. It found 
| that hardly a session of Congress 
| passed without legislation creating 
new agencies, transposing old ones, 
or imposing new or larger duties, 
and that nearly every year some 
executive department organized a 
new bureau or division for carrying 
out the new requirements. Con- 
gress, for example, passes an insecti- 
cide and fungicide act and an In- 
secticide and Fungicide Board is 
forthwith set up. This great expan- 
sion has resulted in more or less 
duplicated or unrelated effort. The 
tendency was intensified during the 
war. Scores of new agencies came 
into being, some with departmental 
affiliation and many as virtually in- 
dependent establishments. The num- 
ber of employes in departmental ser- 
vice was trebled between June, 1916, 
and November, 1918.

AVIATION AND COAST DEFENSE. 

If the controversy between the) 
Army and the Navy about which 
service should be in charge of the 
coast air defense were decided in 
favor of the Navy, it would confine 
the activities of the Army Air Corps 
to the interior of the country. A 
report by a joint committee of Con- | 
gress will be made after the question | 
has been threshed out in hearings | 
behind closed doors. The issue is 





the German warships off the Vir- 
ginia Capes still nettles the Navy, 
and the Army is in no mood to give 
up control of coast air defenses, 
which it claims through the Coast 
Artillery. 

In case of war, the coast would be 
defended by all available airplanes, 
whether belonging to the Army or to 
the Navy. No distinction would be 
made between seaplanes and land 
planes. Defense of coastal waters 
is naturally the business of the 
Navy, but aid from the Army would 
be welcomed. Technically it would 
seem that the Coast Artillery which 
garrisons the forts should have its 
own squadrons of planes, and that is 
what the Army contends. The Navy 
argues that there would -be greater 
efficiency if all coast defenses were 
put under its control. It would re- 
place the Coast Artillery with the 
Marine Corps. But marines are 
needed for sea service, and espe- 
cially for police duty in the Far East, 
the West Indies and Central America. 
In Nicaragua the strength of the 
Marine Corps has sometimes ex- 
ceeded 5,000 men. Obviously the 
marines could not be counted on to 
provide an adequate air force for 
the coast fortifications. Nor could | 
the Navy spare enough officers and | 
men for the purpose. The Army Air | 
Corps alone has the numbers and |

A GOOD LEAGUE YEAR. 


The Council of the League of 
Nations meets at Madrid against 
an international background more 
happy than any Europe has seen 
since Locarno. The settlement of 
German reparations is an accom- 
plished fact. The evacuation of the 
Rhineland stands in the immediate 
future. The two sorest after-prob- 
lems of the war have been disposed 
of by agencies other than the 
League but entirely in the spirit of 
world reconciliation that inspired the 
establishment of the League and by 
the methods of conference which 
constitute its essence. Criticism 
ten years ago against “tying up” 
the League with the peace treaties 
chose to forget how largely the 
League was intended to be a correc- 
tive of the treaties, an instrument 
for the encouragement of sober sec-, 
ond thoughts and cooling passions. 
It was quite of secondary importance 
whether any specific acomplishment 
in that direction was the direct act 
of the League or of some other 
agency. Usually it would be found 
that the connection between Geneva 
and Locarno or Thoiry or Paris was 
close. 

Of the trio of Foreign Ministers 
who have rendered such notable 
service to the cause of European rec- 
onciliation and reconstruction in the 
last four years BRIAND and STRESE- 
MANN are at the Madrid meeting. 
Sir AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN is absent 
because of circumstances beyond 
his control. That his work will be 
carried on by his Labor successor 
goes without saying. In favor is 
something more than the traditional 
continuity of British foreign policy. 
There is the additional fact that 
CHAMBERLAIN’S energies have been 
loyally directed to a great purpose 
which Labor cannot but heartily en- 
dorse—reconciliation on the Conti- 
nent. In Labor and Liberal quar- 
ters CHAMBERLAIN has been ac- 
cused of being too ready to go along 
with the French instead of follow- 
ing a line of his own. From sup- 
posed friends of peace this is a 
strange accusation. If CHAMBER-,;

The Francophile 
policy of CHAMBERLAIN is not a little 
responsible for the much altered 
POINCARE of 1929. That policy, in- 
cidentally, may be said to have been 
begun when MACDONALD joined with 
HERRIOT to make the Dawes plan 
possible.

But he person- 
ally waives a right which he enjoys 
under international law, for the sake 
of avoiding what may seem to many 
Americans a painful contrast between 
his social practices and those to 
which they are supposed to be com- 
pelled by the Volstead act. 

Sir Esmg’s successor as Ambassa- 
dor may judge the situation differ- 
ently and act differently. Nor can 
he be blamed if he does. It is a mis- 
take to say that Sir Esmz Howarp has 
made the British Embassy ‘‘dry.’’

CITIZENSHIP A PRIVILEGE. 


Naturalization Is a Family Affair 
and Therefore Is Not Justiciable. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There may be depth and subtlety 
in the dissenting opinions of the 
Schwimmer decision. That is not too 
much to expect of ‘‘one of the most 
massive and courageous judicial in- 
tellects,’”” whose ‘‘wit, irony and 
grace’? command your admiration; 
yet, as it seems to me, without in any 
way touching the vital principle in- 
volved. But if we desire depth, why 
not go to the bottom of the question? 
Stripped of legal verbiage and techni- 
calities, the issue presented by this 
case is an assumption without war- 
rant in reason, as it should be in 
law. 


* Admission to American citizenship 


is not a right to be claimed or de- 
manded of us by any alien, to be 
sued for and established on juridical 
grounds in our courts, or in any 
courts. In its essence naturalization 
is a favor granted or withheld at the 
caprice of any nation. We owe no 
one any explanation or reparation 
for our refusal to grant this privi- 
lege; no nation does. The question 
is not justiciable. 

Naturalization in its essence is so 
intimate a family affair that we 
cannot by law make it anything else. 
The Constitution defines native citi- 
zenship and confers power upon Con- 
gress to naturalize aliens. We may 
properly restrict naturalization or 
prohibit it altogether; we have an 
indubitable right to do this. But we 
cannot and should not by law at- 
tempt to set up naturalization as a 
right to be enjoyed by aliens any 
more than we can set up marriage 
as a right to be legally enforced at 
the plea of any person desiring to 
mate with some other person against 
the inclination of that person. 

The parallel between naturalization 
and marriage is striking. Our im- 
migration and naturalization laws 


‘therefore are most outrageously ab- 


surd, prescribing ‘‘quotas’’ based 
upon national origins irrespective of 
whether further accessions from such 
sources, or in such proportions, are 
wholesome and desirable. More and 
more our people are coming to re- 
alize the unwisdom of such regula- 
tions, and are beginning to demand 
insistently that all further immigra- 
tion and naturalization of aliens shall 
summarily cease. 

It is clearly beside the point to 
argue that the Constitution requires 
us to admit to naturalization espe- 
cially those alien persons ‘‘whose 
thoughts we hate.’’ It is not only 
beside the point, but singularly inept 
as an argument. It seems to call for 
an astonishing degree of subtlety to 
conceive such an argument, and not 
a little irony or even hardihood to 
advance it. 

Perhaps it is not to be expected 


| that we shall attain the ideal of com- 


plete prohibition of further immigra- 
tion at once. But is it too much to 
expect recognition of the principle? 
We might suspend immigration and 
authorize the President to appoint a 
special commission to pass on the 
fitness of alien candidates for 
naturalization, restricting further ad- 
missions of immigrants to persons 
so selected, regardless of existing 
quotas. The commission should have 
unrestricted and supreme authority. 
If the Schwimmer case brings us 
somewhat nearer this approximately 


ideal solution, 
shall not have vexed us in vain.

AS TO SNOBBERY. 


Objection Is Raised to Points 
Professor Rogers’s Advice. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

“‘Be a snob!’? What shocking ad- 
vice to seniors! I object to Professor 
Rogers’s use of the terms ‘‘snob“ 
and ‘“gentleman’’ as synonymous, 
and to his estimate of the judgment 
of the American public. 

Is not a gentleman a broad-minded, 
tolerant person who reverences per- 
sonality for its own sake and has not 
lost his sense of perspective in re- 
gard to his own standards and val- 
ues? Is not a snob a smug, narrow- 
minded egotist, as negative to the 
development of the self as is the 
K. K. K. to the cause of universal 
brotherhood? Is he not one who has 
lost not only his sense of humor but 
also his sense of relativity—one who 
sees himself writ large, the product 
of his own initiative entirely, rather 
than the result, for the most part, of 
inheritance and circumstances? 

Is Professor Rogers right? Are the 
American public satisfied with medi- 
ocrity? Do they fall at the feet of an 
inflated ego? 

He states that they regard as a 
snob ‘‘that person who shows by his 
manner, his breeding and conduct 
that he recognizes that he has had a 
better chance than the other fellow 
and is determined to live up to it.” 
In my opinion, the American public 
are remarkably sincere and generous 
in their effort to give credit where 
credit is due; their inclination is to 
lift the privileged person into a posi- 
tion of leadership and to expect him 
to share the benefits of his advan- 
tages rather than to assert his su- 
periority in terms of an outworn tra- 
dition. 

Witness those whom the public de- 
light to honor. It would be difficult 
to name one outstanding American 
who deserves to be called a ‘‘snob.’’ 
Measured against the dignity of Lin- 
coln’s personality, for example, this 
so-called modern highbrow becomes 
a chariatan. 

What about ‘‘clinging to a stand- 
ard of manners,’’ of speech and of 
behavior and cultivation which is 
rapidly going out of style’? That 
sounds very much like the pouring of 
new wine into old bottles. 

Set standards of language, conduct 
and cultivation are in the last analy- 
sis externals; they do not measure 
essentially the quality of a man’s 
spirit. The great ones were many 
of them woefully deficient in the 
niceties of speech and conduct, and 
yet how they go marching on! 

What about Burns, Shakespeare, 
Dr. Johnson and the rest? 
there was Boswell, the snob. We 
remember him because he recorded 
the life of a gentleman. 

Too vigilant observance of the 
niceties of speech and conduct may 
prove time-absorbing, stultifying and 
reactionary. Is there not a present 
that is good and a future that may 
be better than the past? 

Were the scientist to cling to old 
formulae he would be scorned. Why 
should the individual in the réle of 
linguist or sociologist cling to the ar- 
ticulation or social groupings of an 
outgrown order?

New Ambassador Also Has 
Final Conference With Stimson 
Before Sailing Tonight. 








NO ORDERS ON NAVAL CUT

G. Dawes held final conferences 
here today before sailing from New 
York tomorrow on the Olympic to 
assume his duties as Ambassador to 
Great Britain.

| Naval Stand Outlined to Him. 
| General Dawes, however, has re- 
ceived complete information as to 
the views of the administration on 
; the naval issue. It is understood 
| he has received a report of Ameri- 
;can naval experts’ study of the 
‘‘yardstick’’ proposed by Ambassador 
| Gibson at Geneva, by which fighting 
| Ships would be measured and classi- 
| fied by other elements than mere 
| tonnage, and thus he will be able to 
|sound out Admiralty experts in 
, England on a formula. But it was 
| stated that no hard and fast 
| technical proposal has been en- 
| trusted to the new Ambassador. 
| What steps Mr. Dawes will take in 
London on the naval question has 
| not been indicated, but to those who 
| know his temperament it would be 
| no surprise should he cut through 
| technicalities and seek an under- 
standing with Premier MacDonald on 
principles by emphasizing the eco- 
| nomic aspect of competitive build- 
| ing as laid down by President 
| Hoover in his Memorial Day speech. 
| “Another question calling for the

tions. With the Young plan agreed 
ito by the Committee of Experts at 
Paris, the several governments must 
formally accept it to make it 
effective. With the Dawes plan, 
there was an international confer- 
ence at London, when Frank B.

Tariff Protests to Be Faced. 


The only other question of press- 
ing importance in Anglo-American 
diplomatic relations is the new 
tariff. The high rates proposed in 
the Hawley bill have already brought 
representations from Great Britain 
whose manufacturers who are 
alarmed, and it will be one of the 
first duties of the new Ambassador to 
clarify for them this government’s 
reasons for raising duties.

NEW EMBASSY FOR JAPAN. 


Structure to Be Built in Capital at 
Cost of $1,000,000.

WASHINGTON, June 6.—The 
Japanese Government will build a 
new embassy on Massachusetts Ave- 
|nue near Sheridan Circle in the 
| neighborhood where now are located 
the Chilean Embassy and _ the 
Rumanian, Swedish and Czecho- 
slovakian legations. The buildings 
will cost approximately $1,000,000, 
and construction will be started as 
soon as the initial appropriation is 
voted by the Japanese Diet.

“This is the first time my name 
has ever been connected with any 
business,’’ said Mrs. Caruso. ‘‘Our 
business will not compete with the 
phonograph record companies. We 
shall make only personal records for 
customers. The studios are on the 
ground floor. - Upstairs, when they 
are completed, will be the rooms 
where people may hear their own 
records played on phonographs be- 
fore they take them away.”’ 

The walls of the studios are hung 
with heavy stuffs which serve the | 
double purpose of decoration and 
sound absorption. There are two of 
these rooms. 

The entrance hall is occupied by a 
a reception clerk, and throughout the 
whole building there is only one re- 
minder of the great singer who was 
Mrs.’Caruso’s husband. On a pedes- 
tal by the entrance, just inside the 
door, stands a bronze, life-size bust 
of Enrico Caruso.

Neunhofer’s Altitude Record 
Of 42,123 Feet Is Accepted 


PARIS, June 6 (#).—The Inter- 
national Aeronautical Federation 
today accepted the altitude at- 
tained by Will Neunhofer, Ger- 
man flier, on May 26 as the 
world’s altitude record, after 
homologating his record of 12,739 
meters (42,123 feet). 

The federation also homologated 
the previous record established 
by Lieutenant Apollo Soucek of 
the United States Navy on May 
8 at Washington, at 11,930 meters 
(39,144 feet). This beat the 11,710- 
meter mark set by Lieutenant C. 
C. Champion in 1927. 

In order to beat the record of 
Neunhofer it will be necessary to 
top his ceiling by at least 100 
meters. 











NEW PLAN IS DRAFTED 
FOR 1,000-FOOT PIERS 


Mayor Said to Favor Substitate 
Location Between 48th and 
‘58th Sts. on the Hadson. 


A substitute plan, under which the 
proposed group. of city piers more 
than 1,000 feet long will be located 
on the Hudson River waterfront be- 
tween Forty-eighth and Fifty-eighth 
Streets, instead of between Twenty- 
third and Twenty-ninth, has been 
handed to Mayor Walker by Borough 
President Julius Miller of Manhat- 
tan. The new plan was drawn up by 
the Department of Docks in coop- 
eration with the Borough President. 

Mr. Miller’s plan, which the Mayor 
is believed to favor, was drawn up 
because the Dock Department’s plan, 
if worked out, would interfere with 
the elevated express highway which 
will skirt the west side of Manhattan 
from Canal Street north. 

To have the piers long enough to 
accommodate several giant ocean 
tiners now under construction 
abroad the shoreline will have to 
be dug into for some distance. The 
War Department has refused to have 
the width of the stream narrowed 
further by jutting pier ends. 

Commenting on Mr. Miller’s plan, 
the Mayor said: 

‘Our primary object is the creation 
of piers of 1,000 feet or more in 
length. If it is cheaper to build them 
there, as I have been told, I can see 
no reason why they should not be 
buiit there. However, before: decid- 
ing, I shall consult with engineers of 
the Dock Department.’”’ 

According to Mr. Miller, engineers 
of the Dock Department have no ob. 
jection to relocating the pier site. 

The cost was not made public. The 
estimated cost under the _ original 
plan was $17,000,000. 


RED UNION INVITES INQUIRY. 


Challenges Opponents to Impartial 
Investigation of Violence Charges. 


The Communist Needle Trades In- 
dustrial Union, which is planning to 
call a strike of the fur workers, is- 
sued a statement yesterday declaring 
that it welcomed an investigation 
into alleged ‘‘gangsters and violence’”’ 
in its activities. Charges that the 
Left Wing union has used “slug- 
gers’? to ‘‘persyade’”’ adherents of 
the Furriers’ Joint Council, an 
American Federation of Labor or- 
ganization controlling the majority of 
the workers, has been made by 
Charles Stetsky, manager of the 
council. 

The Left Wing statement was is- 
sued in reply to an appeal by Mr. 
Stetsky and three employers’ groups 
to Samuel Untermyer to intervene 
to put a stop to violent methods in 
fur labor troubles. It made counter- 
charges of violence. ‘‘With this pub- 
licity stunt me rding Samuel Unter- 
myer,’’ it said, ‘‘the Joint Council 
seeks to conceal its mobilization of 
the underworld against the strikers.” 

The statement challenged the em- 
ployers and the council to. an ‘‘in- 
vestigation by an impartial body.”’ 
It protested against the _ police 
prepartions being made by Commis- 
sioner Whalen.

TO STUDY TROPICAL PLANTS 





Scientist Tells of Problems Which 
He Wishes Time to Study— 
Boards to Meet Soon. 


Dr. Nathaniel Lord Britton, under 
whose fostering guidance the New 
York Botanical Garden grew from 
an idea to the third place among 
botanical gardens of the world, has 
asked to be relieved of his duties, 
it became known yesterday. He de- 





sires to spend more time in private | 
research in tropical flora. | 

Dr. Britton, who attained his| 
gseventieth year in January, has | 
gerved as director-in-chief. of the 
garden since its: establishment in | 
1896. Two years before the garden, 
actually was started, Dr. Britton was 
elected secretary of the board of; 
managers and from this post also | 
he has asked to be relieved. 

The resignation of Dr. Britton as | 
director has been submitted to the 
board of scientific directors, of 
which Professor R. D. Harper is 
chairman. His resignation as secre- 
tary was submitted to the board of 
managers, ef which Frederic S. Lee 
is president. The directors are sched- 
uled to meet tomorrow, but it is un- 
likely that action on Dr. Britton’s 
request will be taken then. The 
managers will meet on June 21. 

‘“‘My primary’ reason for desiring 
to resign from my duties with the 
Botanical Garden,’ said Dr. Brit- 
ton, ‘‘is to devote myself more 
thoroughly to private research. I 
have no special subjects in mind, 
other than a general interest in the 
vegetation of tropical America. 
There is a fertile field available in 
the detail of vegetation in Porto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands.” 


Made Garden from Wooded Waste. 


During Dr. Britton’s administra- 
tion the garden has progressed from 
what was practically a wooded waste 
to a position where its botanical and 
horticultural exhibits are world- 
known. The number of exhibits runs 
into millions, as does the yearly at- 
tendance, the Sunday attendance 
alone averaging 50,000 persons. 

Dr. Britton’s work for the garden 


has taken him far afield. He has 
made more than twenty trips to the 
West Indies, Bermuda and _ the 
Bahamas, all of them at his own 
expense. Mrs. Britton, who is 
honorary curator of mosses at the 

arden, has accompanied him o: 
hese expeditions: These _ trips 
brought to the garden literally hun- 
dreds of thousands of specimens, all 
new to this country .and many of 
them extremely rare. 

During 1924 he obtained the Geneva 
collection of botanical and horticul- 
tural books for the garden library 
and in the same year he obtained the 
Gardner collection of 1,600 specimens 
of the Brazilian. flora from the 
British Museum. 

Dr. Britton has been active in 
planning for the beautification of the 
city and has long been an advocate 
of the increased use of the Japanese 
ginkgo trees, one of which was re- 
cently planted near Mayor Walker’s 
window in thy City Hall. 


Established War Gardens. 

During the World War he estab- 
lished gardens for school children, 
where they were taught to grow food. 
Later on, in 1919, he established a 
gardening school for disabled soldiers, 
of whom a great number were 
trained to earn their living in this 


way. Several years ago he urged the 
establishment of a forestry preserve 
in Porto. Rico, and the last available 
report. disclosed that 900,000 trees 
had been planted because of his sug- 
gestion. 

Dr. Britton, whose family settled 
on Staten Island in 1685, is one of 
the most distinguished alumni of 
Columbia University. He was grad- 
uated from the School of Mines with 
the class of 1879 and was a mem- 
ber: of the faculty until 1896. __.. 

Dr. Britton for five years was chief 
botanist and assistant geologist of 
the New Jersey Geological Survey. 
In 1882 he was appointed field assis- 
tant of the United States Geological 
Survey and, shortly after, became ad- 
viser in botany to the Carnegie Insti- 
tution of Washington, with which he 
is still connected as a member of the 
biology board. 

He has written extensively on 
botanical subjects, his four volumes 
on cacti, written with J. N. Rose for 
the Carnegie Institution, being .con- 
sidered the world’s leading book of 
reference to the cactus family.’

ROME, June 6 ().—Not only is 
President Hoover regarded as a kind 
of god by Tibetan tribes, but Henry 
Ford also is considered a semi-divin- 
ity, Professor Nicholas Roerich, ar- 
tist and explorer, who lives in New 
York, told The Associated Press to- 
day on his return to civilization, from 
five years of travel in India, Tibet 
and Mongolia. 


President Hoover’s war work, said 
the professor, seems to have pene- 
trated by word of mouth into Tibet, 
where he is looked upon as a super- 
natural and beneficent being. The 
name ‘‘Hoover’’ had been distorted 
into ‘‘Yoovera,’’ the Tibetan name 
for the God of Happiness. The Pro- 
fessor found an old picture of Mr. 
Hoover enshrined in a _ Tibetan 
house. 

“The Tibetans seemed to me to be 
a European race rather. than 
Asiatic,’’ the explorer declared. 
“Their graves and tombs have ex- 
actly the same formation as those 
in Greece, Carnac, France and in 
England, and their features are dis- 
tinctly European.’’ 


Claim Indians as Kin. 
The professor added that the Mon- 


golians considered the American In- 


dians as one of their lost tribes. He 
showed the Mongolians pictures of 


the red men and they immediately 


called them their cousins, and they 
told him tne story of two brothers 
who ance lived together and were 
separated by a streak of lightning. 
One remained. in Mongolia and the 
other was carried to America. 
Professor Roerich arrived in Rome 
from Naples with his sons, looking 
the picture of health, but he told a 
story of terrible privations suffered 
while his party was detained by 


Tibetan authorities during six Win-, 


ter months in. 1927-28, at the time 
he and his party were at an altitude 
of 15,000 feet, where breathing was 
difficult, food scarce and shelter in- 
secure. 

Five of his followers ‘and ninety- 
two animals died. The. heart-beats 
of himself and Mrs. Roerich rose 
very pronouncedly and had such an 


after-effect upon Mrs. Roerich that 


she has been obliged to remain in 
India until her health improves. 
Professor Roerich will sail on the

for New York.

Army Commanders Will Check 
the Effectiveness of Prepared 
Plan in Manoeuvres.. _ 





12,000 TROOPS .IN ACTION 





Imaginary “Enemy” Fleet Is Now 
“on Way to Attack” Islands as 
Part of Two-Week Activities. 





Wireless to THE NEw YORK Times. . 
HONOLULU, June 6.—Problems. in 
the defense of the island of Oahu, 
the keystone of the military situation 
in the Pacific Ocean as far as the 
United States is concerned, are to be 
considered in detail during the two 
weeks of annual manoeuvres ‘of the 
Hawaiian Department of the Army, 
which will begin Monday and involve 
the handling under simulated war 
conditions of some 12,000 infantry; 
field artillery, coast artillery, chemi- 
cal warfare, air corps and. signal 
corps troops. 

The questions the answers to which 
will be sought during the fourteen- 
da-- period include these: 

Are the forees of this department 
ready to take the field and defend 
Oahu against a.foreign invasion? 

Is the defense plan of the depart- 
ment the best for its purpose, or 
does it need revision because of 
changing methods of modern combat? 


RACE EUROPEAN | Are the officers of this command 


ready to solve the tactical problems 
that would arise during an ‘mvasion? 
Have the individual soldiers been 


| through a cycle of proper training 


since the last manoeuvres, and has 
this training been adequate? 


Army regulations require that every 
commanding General hold an annual 
tactical inspection, and Major Gen. 
Fox Conner, commanding this. de- 
partment, has decided to make these 
manoeuvres his test of the training 
of the troops under his jurisdiction 
as to their readiness to take the field 
and as to certain phases of the pre- 
pared defense scheme. With this in 
view he has issued orders which, 
among other things, require the de- 
ployment of the armed forces not 
later than midnight of June 12-13 
into previousiy prepared positions to 
repel an ‘‘enemy’’ which even now 
is assumed to be approaching these 
shores under convoy of a fleet of 
battle craft. 


Subordinates to Use Initiative. 


The development of the war game, 
once contact with the ‘‘invaders’’ has 
been made, is to depend largely upon 
the initiative of individual comman- 
ders controlled, of course, by certain 
instructions as to ‘‘casualties,”’ 
‘‘enem; movements,”’ &c., from the 
high command which will further 
complicate the problem as the days 
go by. The ‘‘engagements” are to 
take place all over the island and 
‘‘battles’? may even be ‘‘fought’’ just 
outside of Honolulu. 


The whole operation will be syn- 
chronized through a _ system of 
critiques which, it is expected, will 
be held almost daily at department 
headquarters at Fort Shafter. 

The Air Corps will be called upon 
to play an important part in the de- 
fense, and for this purpose intensive 
training of its Hawaiian units has 
been going on for some time.. Re- 
cently the pilots at Luke Field have 
been engaged in the practice, of night 
formation flying, the first . aerial 
manoeuver of its kind that has been 
attempted in the history of this de- 
partment. 

The problem as a whole which 
faces the defenders may ‘be sum- 
marized thus: Since Oahu is far re- 
moved from any nation that might 
declare war on the United States, 
the first information commanding of- 
ficers here would receive would be 
of the approach of an enemy fleet 
two or three days’ steaming from the 
island. At that time it would come 
under the surveillance of outlying 

atrols of vessels of our navy. In 
he interim between contacts of 
these opposing forces the § land 
strength would: prepare its defense 
along lines already laid out. 

The enemy normally would be 
composed of transports convoyed 
by fighting ships of all types. The 
purpose of their coming would be 
tc land troops on the island under 
cover of all the protection the escort 
could provide. The landing, no 
doubt, would be attempted under 
cover of darkness. 


All Arms to Aid Resistance. 


During the entire operation.the in- 
vader would be subject to action by 
all the defense elements at the dis: 
posal of the department commander. 
Since the navy, however, has.no part 
in the coming manoeuvers, the work 
of this arm will be as imaginary as 
the ‘‘enemy’’ himself. 

“Ships’’ of the “attack’’ group 
would first feel the power of naval 
bombing planes sent. out from car- 
riers or from shore bases, followed 
by patrol craft and torpedoes from 
submarines. On nearing the island 
they would be subject to the atten- 
tidns. of army bombers carrying 
heavy cargoes of explosives. 

The first actual ‘‘battle,’’ so far as 
army units here are concerned, prob- 
ably would be between the air forces 
of the ‘‘combatants.”’ 

The ‘‘enemy’’ transports | next 
would come within range of the coast 
artillery guns. Should they succeed 
in reaching a position a mile or two 
from shore, the transshipment of 
troops into small boats for the run 
in, towed in strings by motor 
launches, would follow. This step

IN BOAT. EXPLOSION 


Clothing Afire, They Leap. Into 
River After Gasoline Fires 
New Craft. 








$15,000 DAY CRUISER LOST

Firemen Stretch Hose 1,300 Feet | Family of Horace Roberts Jr. Holds | 
| a Third Person May Have Shot 


but Fail'to Save Ship Owned 
by Sterling Pile. 





Three’ men were seriously. burned 
at 148th Street and the ‘Hudson 
River yesterday afternoon, when an 
explosion followed by fire occurred 
on board the new 38-foot day cruiser 
Crawsett, owned by Sterling Pile of 
17 Beverly Road, Great Neck, L. I., 
an investment’ broker at 49 Wall 
Street. ; 

The boat, which cost more than 
$15,000, was launched on Wednesday 
at Pier 1, North River. Captain Cor- 
nelius Hitz, 32 years old, of 58 East 
190th Street, took the cruiser up the 
Hudson on a trial trip yesterday. 
With him were Frank C. Davis, 34, 
of the St. Paul Hotel, Columbus Ave- 
nue and Sixtieth Street, a mechanic 
employed by Chris Smith Sons Boat 
Company, 153 West Thirty-first 
Street, builders of the Crawsett, and 


Edward Krayn, 45, of 85 Eastern 


Parkway, Brooklyn, a friend of Cap- 
tain ‘Hitz. , 

A stop was made’at 148th Street, 
where 180 gallons of gasoline were 
taken on board from thé supply sta- 


tion float of F. R. Welch. The 


cruiser had drifted about twenty-five 
feet: from ‘the float when Captain 
Hitz,'in the front cockpit, threw on 
the ignition switch to.start the mo- 
tors. The éxplosion followed’ imme- 
diately... 

The three men, their clothes aflame, 
leaped into the water. Welch and 
Patrolman Charles Schaub threw 
lifelines and the men were pulled 
ashore. All three were severely 
burned about the face and body and 
Captain Hitz had suffered a broken 


leg. 

The boat was a mass of flames and 
fire apparatus was called. Firemen 
stretched 1,300 feet of hose frem 
Riverside Drive to the burning boat. 
They were too late to save it’ and 
the vessel sank. ; 

It was believed that the explosion 
was caused: by gasoline fumes and a 
short circuit in the ignition system. 
Whether the entire gasoline supply 
exploded or'only a smaller’ auxiliary 
tank. was not known. 

The three injured men were taken 
to Columbus Hospital after treat- 
ment. Their condition is serious. 


CHLOROFORM SLAYER 
OBTAINS LENIENCY 


Hartford Woman Pleads Gailty 
to Manslaughter in Husband’s 
Death—Gets 1 to 10 Years. 





HARTFORD, Conn., June 6 (3?).— 
Mrs. Olive E. Adams, widow of Harry 
E. Adams, whom she killed with 
chloroform, this afternoon pleaded 
guilty to manslaughter and was sen- 
tenced to State prison for one to ten 
years. 

Adams was the weather observer 
here. His former home was Stone- 
ham, Mass. 

The sentence was recommended by 
State’s Attorney Hugh M. Alcorn, 
who informed Superior Court Judge 
Avery that there were circumstances 
which warranted leniency. The court 


accepted the recommendation and 
Mr. Alcorn said that the Board of 
Parole at the State prison would be 
able to consider Mrs. Adams’s sen- 
tence at some future time. 

Mrs. Adams was indicted for mur- 
der in the first degree. She had 


‘confessed putting chloroform on a 


handkerchief which her husband had 
used for inhaling the anesthetic to 
induce sleep. She was arrested on 
March 25 after she had explained 
that her husband had been unfaith- 
ful to her.

IN DOUBLE SLAYING: 


Policeman Says Room in Which 
Moorestown Couple Were 
Found Indicated It. 





FURTHER INQUIRY SOUGHT

MOORESTOWN, N. J., June 6.—)| 
A struggle preceded the shooting of | 
Miss Ruth M. Wilson by Horace! 
Roberts Jr. and his suicide in the 
girl’s bedroom last Sunday, accord- 
ing to the police, who described to- 
day for the first time the scene 
when the dying couple were found. 

The story was told by Policeman | 
Marks, upon direction of Chief Brad- 
shaw, who was incensed at criticism 
of the local police by.County Detec- 
tive Ellis Parker. The detective had 
said ‘fingerprints on the automatic 
pistol, found gripped by Roberts, had 
been obliterated. ; 

Marks said that when he entered 
the bedroom, in’ response to_ the} 
girl’s parents, he found clothing | 
scattered about the room. | 

“The room looked as though a} 
violent struggle had taken place,” | 
he said, ‘‘and when I started to look | 
for. the gun I had to look twice be- 
fore I saw the small pistol, almost 
wholly. concealed ‘under Roberts’s | 
right hand. I wrapped it carefully | 
in my handkerchief and was very 
careful not to smear fingerprints 
visible on the barrel.’’ 

Although the parents of the couple | 
have concurred in the official find- 
ing of. murder and suicide, Preston 
Roberts, half-brother of the dead 
man, said he was far from satisfied 
with the finding. He said that his 
brother had never owned a pistol. 

Detective Parker disclosed that he | 
had written .to the manufacturer of 
the pistol, made in Worcester, 
Mass., asking the name of the dealer 
to whom the weapon had béen sold. 

‘“‘When I have definitely established 
the purchaser, I will have cleared up 
many things,’’ Parker remarked.

PHILADELPHIA, June 6.—Result- 
ing fromthe statement issued by 
Ralph. Marks, . Moorestown _police- 
man, on tke deaths of Ruth Mow- 
dray Wilson and Horace Roberts Jr.

erts’s family tonight, on the theory 
that a third person had done the 
shooting. 

Preston Roberts again voiced the 
opinion that the deaths may have 
been accomplished by ‘‘an enemy 
who struck at me by killing, my 
son.”’

LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 6 (®.—

Elevation of Mr. Youngworth as 
Potentate automatically moved ten 
of the thirteen council members up 
another step in the supreme body. 
Mr. Youngworth succeeded Franck 
C. Jones of Houston, Texas. 

In addition to Mr. Youngworth, the 
Imperial Council will'be composed of 
Esten A. Fletcher, Rochester, N. Y., 
Deputy Potentate; Thomas J. Hous- 
ton, Chicago, Chief Rabban; Ear!

FORD AT CONVENTION 
INHONOR OF EDISON 


Makes Special Trip to Atlantic 
City, Hears Glowing Tributes, 
Then Is Silent on Friend. 








HIS SPEECH ONLY 27 WORDS 





Talks to Delegates at Jubilee of 
Light on What Is Being 
Done at Dearborn. 





SUBMITS TO AN INTERVIEW 





Calls Electricity the Life-Blood of 
Industry and Praises Sir Esme’s 
Stand on Liquor. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., June 6.— 
A timid, embarrassed man in neutral 
gray tones climaxed a morning of 
oratorical tributes to Thomas A. 
Edison here today by the contrast 
of having nothing to say. More in- 
timate with the inventor than any 
of the speakers who had preceded 
him, he was apparently unable even 
to mention his name. The man was 
Henry Ford. The occasion was the 
National Electric Light Convention 
at the city auditorium here. 

Mr. Ford cared enough about con- 
tributing his bit to honorigg Edison 
in connection with the golden jubilee 
of light, which is featuring the con- 
vention, to make a special trip from 
Detroit to be here today. He sat on 
the platform through several 


speeches, the last being the intro- 
duction of himself by E. W. Rice Jr., 
honorary chairman‘ of the board of 
the General Electric Company. 
Then he mounted the speakers plat- 
form, a smile on his face through- 
out the sustained applause which 
greeted him. 


Mr. Ford’s Brief Speech. 


“We build at Dearborn 8,000 com- 
plete electric light plants every 
day,’’ he said as the applause died 
down. “This being an electrical 
meeting, I thought I’d like to tell 
you that. Thank you.’’ 

Then he slipped back to his seat. 
Those in the audience unacquainted 
with Mr. Ford’s aversion to public 
appearances were astonished. Some- 
thing, they thought, had gone 
wrong. He had said nothing about 
Mr. Edison, nothing about the jubi- 
lee, nothing about the sentiment that 
had brought him 1,000 miles to that 
platform. He had made no speech 
at all. 

Subsequently Mr. Ford submitted 
to a few minutes of questioning by 
newspaper reporters. | 

His dislike of publicity, directed at 
him personally rather than as an 
institution, was even more =, 
at close range. On the subject of 
Russian recognition, he said in an 
interview later, that he did not care 
to speak for the United States; of 
Sir Esme Howard’s action in banning 
liquor at the British Embassy in 

ashington, he said it ‘‘showed a 
fine English spirit.’’ Other embas- 
sies, he said, would do likewise ‘‘if 
they have any sense.’’ He had pro- 
hibition in his English factory, he 
said, by the simple expedient of not 
allowing liquor around. 

Asked if the jubilee celebration 
would create good-will for the elec- 
trical industry, he replied in the af- 
firmative. No improvement.in the 
economic and social order could 
come, he declared, save by the 
greater and greater use of electrical 
appliances. Industry is the cure-all 
of modern life, he said, and elec- 
tricity is today the life blood of in- 


dustry. 
At this juncture, Matthew S. 


Sloan of the New York Edison Com- 
pany stepped up <o rescue the auto- 
mobile manufacturer from the re- 
porters. Mr. Ford. looked at him 
with oo and laughed for the 
first time. 

“Yes,” he said, ‘‘they have been 
asking me a lot of questions. They 
ought to be able to think for them- 
selves.’’ 

Edison Heard in Movietone. 


Immediately after Mr. Ford spoke, 
Mr. Edison himself appeared before 
the audience through the medium of 
a movietone, taken at his Florida 
home especially for -the occasion. 
After reviewing the early history of 
electric light, Mr. Edison continued: 

“In those days I had a high opinion 
of this system, but I did not realize 
the stupendous electrical industry of 
today. Naturally I am gratified to 
feel. that. I have been privileged to 
play a part in this achievement. I 
am proud of the electrical industry, 
of its vision, courage and devotion 
to the public service, and I feel every 
American feels the same way about 
it. 

“It is a great reward for me and 
my colleagues and co-workers, meny 


of them still living, that we have 
survived to see the fruit. of our 
labors. 

“The record is wonderful, but fine 
as it is, it can be made still better, 
and I have a feeling that in your 
hands it will be.’’

HOLLYWOOD EXPECTS WAR 





Gillmore Says No Strike Will Be 
Called—Willing to Have 
Arbitration.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., June &—A 
struggle between motion picture pro- 
ducers and the Actors’ Equity As- 
sociation was indicated early this 
morning when the producers, termi- 
nating a four-hour session at their 


headquarters at Hollywood Boulevard |‘ 


and Western Avenue, defied the 
Equity with the following statement: 

‘‘We will continue to engage ar- 
tists for our productions only under 
the fair and just form of contract 
which was approved by representa- 
tives of both producers and motion 
picture actors. We decline to be re- 
stricted as to the sources of our 
talent.’’ 

The announcement was made 
shortly before 2 o’clock this morning 
by Cecil D. De Mille for the pro- 
ducers after the close of the meet- 
ing, which had opened about 9:30 
o’clock. Every major. producing 
company and many of the indepen- 
dent concerns were represented. 

The meeting was called yesterday 
after a ruling of the Actors’ Equity 
Association that its members would 
be permitted to engage in sound and 
talking pictures only under the form 
of contract adopted by the organiza- 
tion. This announcement was made 
by Frank Gillmore of New York, 
gps of the Equity, who is now 
n Hollywood to further the interests 
of his organization. 


Hollywood Awaits Next Move. 


Under the proposed contract, the 
studios would become Equity shop, 
as members of the association are 
prohibited from working in pictures 
with non-members. 

Immediately after the Equity’s an- 
nouncement, Fred W. Beetson, sec- 
retary of the Motion Picture Pro- 
ducers and Distributers of America, 
communicated with leaders of his 
organization, and later called the 
New York office of Will H. Hays, 
president, with the result that last 
night’s meeting was ordered. 

The producers’ decision is looked 
upon here as an open defiance to 
the Equity, with every indication 
that war will ensue between the pre- 
ducers and artists arrayed on one 
side and the Equity members on the 
other. 

Mr. De Mille, in handing the deci- 
sion of the producers to the press, 
refused to comment upon it. declar- 
ing that it was decidedly self-ex- 
planatoy. 

Meanwhile, the motion picture in- 
dustry here is awaiting the next move. | 
which, leaders declare, will have to | 
come from the Equity. 


Producers Expect No Shut Down.

It became 
interested in the preceaing contro- 
versy and brought about adoption of 
the standard contract because there 
was no other body to foster arbi- 
tration.

It will then be our privilege 
and pleasure to work with them for 
prosperity of the motion picture in- 
dustry, just as we have done for the 
legitimate theatre. 

“As proof of the regard in which 
our old opponents, the legitimate 
managers, hold us at the moment, 
I will quote in part a telegram just 
received from Mr. William A. Brady, 
manager of the Playhouse, New 
York, and producer of the most suc- 
cessful play of the season, ‘Strect 
Scene’:

The commission election recount 
under way in Jersey City halted yes- 
terday afternoon as a result of dis- 
putes in the bi-partisan Board of Blec- 
tions, in whose offices and under 
whose supervision the recount is be- 
ing conducted in the Spingarn Arcade 
Building, Jersey City. 

Partisans of the Hague forces, who 
defeated the Fusionists by 24,500, and 
equally ardent Fusionists, who were 
present in large numbers at the 
board headquarters, threatened sev- 
eral times to come to blows. 

Clash Over Books. 

The first clash came in the morn- 
ing when William E. Sewell, Chief 
Deputy superintendent of Eletcions, 
and a half dozen aides appeared to 
continue their independent investiga- 
tion of alleged election frauds. Their 
investigation is being conducted un- 
der an order by Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Kalisch. 

They had compared the signatures 
on polls books with those in registry 
books in eight districts of the Third 
Ward and were waiting until the re- 
count officials caught up with their 
districts. Mr. Sewell demanded that 
the poll books of the Ninth District 
be turned over to him. John J. Cor- 
coran, Democratic chairman of the 
Board of Elections, refused. After 
further argument, Mr. Sewell de- 
parted to confer with his superior, 
John Ferguson. The board then re- 
sumed its recount of the Ninth Dis- 
trict ballots. The completed retally 
added slight gains to the Fusionists. 


New Argument Arises. 


After a recess the board reconvened | 
to begin the Tenth District. Patrick | 
Sullivan, a Democratic board mem- | 
ber, objected to the presence of John | 
Reynolds, a justice of the peace, an 
active Fusion worker in the cam- 
paign, who signed the complaints 
agiinst eight members of the two 
election boards ordered arrested. 

Following another argument, Paul 
Leglic, Republican, offered a motion 
to go on with the recount, on which 
the board deadlocked. J. Emil Wal- 
scheid, County Counsel, was sum- 
moned, and it was finally agreed that 
the enclosure would be cleared of all 
but board officials, candidates’ repre- 
sentatives and two Fusion unofficial 
talliers. The recount will be resumed 
this morning. 

Meanwhile Mr. Sewell and Mr. 
Ferguson went to Newark to confer 
with Justice Kalisch on their rights. 

The result was an order by the jus- 
tice directing the County Board of 
Elections to turn over to the Super- 
intendent of Elections duplicate reg- 
istry books and poll books without 
delay. The order will be served on 
the board members this morning.

Detective Sergeant McCoy said 
that Wilhelmi was known under 
thirteen aliases and had lived at in- 
tervals each year in a castle on the 
Rhine which he_ had _ purchased 
through questionable activities. 

‘“‘He is charged with the theft of 
$10,000,"" Mr. Price also told the/| 
magistrate, ‘‘but there are several 
other complainants against him 
which may bring the amount up to 
$50,000.’’

|Uncertain Movement, Both in 
‘’ Stocks’ and Wheat— 
Call Money 7%. 





All markets moved uncertainly yes- 
terday, apparently. regarding the in- 
fluences dominating each of them as 
more than usually: obscure. The 
Stock Exchange applied its attention 
to guesses on what weré-the actual 
circumstances of the alleged dead- 
lock in Federal -Reserve policies, 
and what the result would be. Find- 
) ing. itself unable to arrive at any 
definite conclusion, the stock market 
{merely drifted irregularly, with ad- 
| vances and declines pretty much bal- 

anced at the end, and with few 

changes of more than a point or two

The reason for the altered 
comparison was that rédiscounts 
were being increased at an exceed- 
ingly rapid rate last June. They 
crossed the billion-dollar mark in the 
third week of that month. The com- 
ment was made that the week’s talk 
of a change of policy on the part of 
the Federal Reserve on the score of 
bill purchases by the regional-banks 
was not backed far by the weekly 
bank statement.

DIVERTS DAY LOANS 


Stock Clearing Corporation’s 
Turnover Doubled Since Rate 
Went Into Effect on June 3. 








BROKERS AVOID NEW 1% FEE 








Saving Is Computed at About $27) 
Daily on Each $1,000,000 of 
Borrowed Funds. 





The volume of call loans cleared 
by the Stock Clearing Corporation | 
on the New York Stock Exchange 
has been approximately doubled, it 

learned yesterday, since the 
meémber banks of the New York 
Clearing House Association started on 
June 3 the practice of charging in- 
terest daily at the rate of 1 per 
cent per annum on day loans to 
brokers. It had been predicted that 
the charge would result in increased 
use of the Stock Clearing Corpora- 
tion’s facilities by members of the 
Exchange. 

By clearing through the Stock 
Clearing Corporation brokers avoid 
having to pay the interest charge 


on overcertifications and for many 


houses the saving is considerable. 
Members of the Stock Exchange 
have computed that the charge 
amounts to about $27 a day on each 
$1,000,000 in day loans, and some 
have computed their total yearly in- 
terest charges at $30,000 and more. 
The Stock Clearing Corporation 
will soon make public figures show- 
ing the actual increase in the volume | 
of day loans cleared since June 3, 
and it is unders@god that figures will 
be made available showing an in- 
creased number of Stock Exchange 
members who are availing them- 
selves of the services of the Stock 
Clearing Corporation.

Before the New York Clearing

PLANS CUTS IN PERSONNEL 





Combines Clerical Forces and Will | 
Make Saving in Other Operating 
Branches. 





The newly organized United States 
Lines, Inc., which bought the Ameri- 
can Merchant and United States 
Lines from the Shipping Board for 
$16,300,000, will take over today the 
personnel of those lines and sever 
all relations with the government, 
with the exception of the American 
Trader, which is still undergoing re-| 
pairs. 

In the last two months William L. |

cutting expenses and has reduced by 
22 per cent the operating personnel 
ashore and by 10 per cent the per- 
sonnel on the ships.
